Shop  Unions  Merger  Proposals. — Agree- 
lent  has  been  reached  between  the  execu- 
tes of  the  National  Union  of  Distributive 
nd  Allied  Workers  and  the  National 
amalgamated  Union  of  Shop  Assistants, 
Warehousemen  and  Clerks  upon  a  plan  to 
malgamate  the  two  Unions.  The  combined 
ody  will  be  known  as  the  Union  of  Shop, 
Hstributive  and  Allied  Workers.  The 
roposals  require  ratification  by  the  mem- 
erships  of  both  Unions. 

Anti-malarial  Drugs  in  India. — Mr.  L.  S. 

iinery  (Secretary  for  India)  stated  in  the 
louse  of  Commons  recently  that  49 1£  million 
iblets  of  synthetic  anti-malarial  drugs  had 
een  shipped  to  India  in  1943.    The  ship- 
lents  in  1944  at  the  time  of  his  statement 
□tailed  62 3 \  million  tablets,  in  addition 
0  1,000  lb.  of  totaquina.  Quinine  stocks  in 
dia  in  April  1944  were  244,000  lb.  Indian 
re-war  production  of  quinine  was  90,000  lb. 
year  and  was  increasing.    Pre-war  con- 
niption of  quinine  was  about  200,000  lb. 
year  and  of  synthetic  anti-malarial  drugs 
egligible. 


Changes  in  Preservatives  Regulations. — 

Under  an  Order  in  Council  recently  issued 
(S.  R.  &  O.,  1944,  No.  131 1),  certain  pro- 
hibitions contained  in  Regulations  4  and  11 
of  the  Public  Health  (Preservatives,  etc.,  in 
Food)  Regulations,  1925,  are  relaxed.  The 
effect  is  to  allow  the  importation,  or 
manufacture  under  licence  issued  by  the 
Minister  of  Food,  and  subsequent  sale  of 

(i)  meat  which  contains  sulphur  dioxide, 

(ii)  margarine    which    contains  borax, 

(iii)  bacon  which  contains  borax,  (iv)  de- 
hydrated vegetables  which  contain  sulphur 
dioxide,  and  (v)  jam  which  contains  sulphur 
dioxide  in  excess  of  the  proportion  specified 
in  Part  1  of  the  First  Schedule  of  the 
Regulations.  The  amendments  made  under 
paragraphs  (i),  (ii)  and  (iii)  were  already 
in  effect  under  Statutory  Rules  and  Orders, 
which  have  now  been  revoked. 

Hull  Literary  Afternoon. — Hull  Chemists' 
Association,  at  a  recent  meeting  at  which 
the  president  (Miss  E.  Palmer)  was  in  the 
chair,  heard  short  papers  by  Miss  A. 
Etheridge  on  "Memories  of  Paris";  Mr. 
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E.  Haworth  Earle  on  Robert  Browning's 
play,  "King  Victor  and  King  Charles"; 
Mrs.  J.  S.  Hall  on  "The  Life  and  Work  of 
Sean  O 'Casey,"  including  a  dialogue  from 
"Juno  and  the  Paycock,"  given  with  the 
assistance  of  Mr.  K.  Pocklington;  and 
Mr.  S.  Wineroope  on  "The  Revolutionary 
Novel."  Mr.  E.  A.  Brocklehurst  proposed 
a  vote  of  thanks,  which  was  seconded  by 
Mr.  L.  S.  Selle. 

Medical  Supplies  for  Eire. — A  further 
consignment  of  twenty-one  tons  of  medical 
supplies  for  the  Irish  Red  Cross  Society 
has  reached  Cork  from  the  United  States. 

Drug  Addiction  in  Eire. — Criticising  a 
Mental  Treatment  Bill  which  has  been 
recently  introduced  in  the  Irish  Parliament, 
the  "  Journal  of  the  Medical  Association  of 
Eire"  calls  for  official  action  for  the  control 
and  treatment  of  drug  addicts  and  alco- 
holics. 

Christmas  Hamper. — -Former  employees 
of  Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd., 
Liverpool,  who  have  been  devoting  spare 
time  to  making  comforts  and  toys  for 
foundlings  and  destitute  children  at  the 
Royal  Mount  Children's  Hospital,  Liver- 
pool, recently  handed  over,  at  the  com- 
pany's Speke  factory,  a  large  hamper  of 
good  things  for  the  children. 

Presentation  to  Director. — Mr.  H.  A. 
Potter,  Ph.C,  F.L.S.,  was  entertained  to 
dinner  at  the  Great  Eastern  Hotel,  London, 
on  January  5,  by  members  of  the  firm  of 
Potter  &  Clarke,  Ltd.,  on  the  occasion  of 
his  attaining  fifty  years'  service  with  the 
company,  of  which  he  is  chairman  and 
managing  director.  The  dinner  was 
attended  by  managers  of  departments  and 
by  members  of  the  staff  who  have  served 
the  company  for  twenty  years  or  more. 
Mr.  Potter  was  presented  with  a  gold  cigar 
case,  suitably  inscribed,  the  presentation 
being  made  by  the  oldest  employee  (Mr. 
Matthew  Clarke),  who  entered  the  firm  in 
1887.  Mr.  W.  Potter-Mackenrot  (a  nephew 
of  Mr.  Potter  and  a  director  of  the  company) 
presided  at  the  function. 

Wimbledon  and  Thames  Valley. — Mr. 
Hugh  N.  Linstead  (secretary  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society)  addressed  a  joint 
meeting  of  the  Thames  Valley  and  Wimble- 
don Branches  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  held  on  January  3,  on  "The  White 
Paper  and  What  is  Expected  of  the  Phar- 
macist." Mr.  Linstead  outlined  the  pro- 
posed health  scheme,  giving  details  of  the 
various  authorities  and  their  functions.  He 
pointed  out  pitfalls  and  dangers  that  might 
arise  through  changes  in  parliamentary  and 


local  politics,  and  discussed  what  would  beJ 
expected  of  pharmacists  under  the  scheme 
The  new  standard  for  national  dispensing 
he  urged,  should  be  the  same  as  for  private 
dispensing,  and  plans  should  be  ready  for 
extending  or  enlarging  existing  dispen- 
saries when  the  scheme  was  finally  launched 
Pharmacists  alone  could  say  of  what  a  good 
pharmaceutical  service  should  consist,  and 
they  must  stand  firm  that  the  Ministry  of 
Health  should  make  adequate  payment  for 
it.  The  present  lack  of  profit  on  drugs  must 
be  rectified  and  the  possibility  of  retention 
fees  explored.  A  long  transitional  period 
would  occur  before  the  scheme  was  fully 
workable,  and  during  this  period  pharmacy 
would  be  turned  upside  down.  He  sug- 
gested that,  while  the  pharmacist  would  be 
compelled  to  do  some  non-pharmaceutical 
work  in  order  "to  put  some  butter  on  his 
bread,"  so  far  as  possible  pharmacy  proper 
should  be  separated  from  the  selling 
counter.  Many  questions  were  put  to  and 
answered  by  the  speaker. 

Ulster  Associates'  Committee. — A  meeting 
of  the  associates'  committee  of  the  Ulster 
Chemists'  Association  was  held  on  Decem- 
ber 28,  1944,  Mr.  W.  H.  Boyd  (chairman] 
presiding.  The  chairman  welcomed  Mr 
E.  G.  Mackle  (recently  co-opted  apprentices 
representative)  and  congratulated  Mr.  E.  B 
Williamson  (the  other  apprentices'  repre 
sentative)  on  qualifying  recently  as 
pharmaceutical  chemist.  A  discussiorj 
ensued  on  the  "industrial  ten"  coupons  tcj 
purchase  shop  coats.  It  was  agreed  that  i 
was  unfair  that  chemists  and  their  assistant 
should  not  receive  coupons  for  this  purpose 
and  it  was  agreed  that  the  associates  shoulc 
be  informed  on  this  matter.  A  letter  wa: 
read  from  the  secretary,  Ulster  Chemists 
Association,  advising  that  Messrs  A.  El 
Johnston  (president),  T.  A.  Gibson  (vice] 
president),  J.  McGregor  and  E.  A.  Riche 
had  been  appointed  to  represent  th 
executive  committee  on  the  Joint  Counc 
of  the  Association,  and  the  following  repr 
sentatives  of  the  executive  committee  t 
attend  meetings  of  the  associates'  commitb 
by  invitation:  Messrs.  R.  W.  Shinner  an 
R.  A.  McEwen.  The  chairman  and  Mr 
W.  Gamble  undertook  to  prepare  a  lett 
to  associates  asking  them  to  encourag] 
others  to  join  the  associates'  section  and 
circular  to  non-associates  inviting  them  t| 
join.  The  recently  published  English  wag 
scale  was  discussed,  and  it  was  decided  th 
the  chairman  should  write  to  the  Editor 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  expressing  t 
committee's  views  and  asking  for  informs) 
tion. 
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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


I  <  World  Health  " 

The  proposal  that  a  "world  health 
service"  should  be  established  under  the 
mspices  of  the  United  Nations  (p.  2)  is 
lot  lacking  in  boldness.  There  is  much 
:o  be  said  for  the  idea;  and  if  the  accu- 
nulated  public  health  experience  of  the 
aast  thirty  years  is  used  as  a  basis,  a 
workable  system  can  no  doubt  be  evolved. 
Standards  of  hygiene  vary  so  widely  that 
t  may  be  better  to  envisage  several  types 
)f  health  service  rather  than  one  academic- 
ally unified  type  for  the  whole  world.  Cer- 
tain conditions  would  need  to  be  laid  down 
is  fundamental  when  the  project  took 
shape.  Three  may  be  mentioned.  First,  a 
minimum  of  regulation  by  governments : 
this,  I  think,  would  be  insisted  upon  by 
the  medical  experts  chosen  from  the 
countries  concerned.  Second,  a  modest 
Dlan  of  campaign  at  the  outset.  Some  of  the 
terns  in  Dr.  Parran's  synopsis  of  his 
ambitious  scheme,  however  desirable  they 
may  be,  would  presumably  not  be  got  into 
working  order  in  less  than  twenty  or 
thirty  years.  The  kind  of  campaign  I  have 
in  mind  would  also  avoid  publicity  involv- 
ing the  use  of  cheap  slogans  likely  to 
degenerate  into  catchwords.  Third,  flexi- 
bility in  the  application  of  scientific  re- 
search. It  is  obvious  that  a  form  of  pro- 
cedure suited  to  the  principal  cities  of 
Great  Britain  or  the  United  States  might 
not  be  equally  relevant  to  the  needs  of,  say, 
the  Balkans  or  Burma.  Planned  inter- 
nationally on  such  lines,  organised  health 
services  might  be  linked  in  a  world-wide 
system  having  all  the  advantages  of 
diversity  in  unity. 

Openings  in  Australia 

The  attractive  account  of  opportunities 
in  Queensland  for  enterprising  pharmacists 
published  by  you  about  six  months  ago  has 
brought  a  letter  from  the  secretary  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Association  of  Australia 
and  New  Zealand  (p.  26),  cautioning  your 
British  readers  against  over-optimism  in 
this  matter.  The  old  rule,  "audi  alteram 
partem,"  is  a  sound  one,  and  your  corre- 
spondent's letter  will  certainly  have  weight 
with  those  to  whom  it  is  primarily  ad- 
dressed. One  factor  not  mentioned  by  him 
is,  I  suggest,  worth  consideration — the 
population  problem  in  Australia,  where 
the  birth-rate  is  declining.  It  appears  from 
a  recent  article  in  "The  Times"  that  the 
Australian  National  Health  and  Medical 
Research  Council  has  invited  women  to 


correspond  with  the  director-general  of 
health  on  this  subject :  in  the  result,  he 
has  made  an  analysis  of  the  1,400  replies 
received.  The  general  impression  left  by 
these  letters,  he  reported,  was  that  Austra- 
lian women  were  limiting  their  families 
owing  to  lack  of  homes,  lack  of  domestic 
help,  lack  of  security  (by  which  word  they 
meant  the  elimination  of  fear  of  want  and 
fear  of  war),  and  lack  of  faith  that  any 
of  these  shortcomings  would  be  remedied. 
The  director-general  added  that,  in  his 
opinion,  not  all  of  these  difficulties  arose 
from  the  present  war.  The  letters  suggested 
that  "just  as  the  effects  of  the  [Australian] 
depression  are  still  bitter  memories,  so  will 
the  great  mental  and  physical  disturbance 
arising  from  war  conditions  have  delayed 
effects  over  many  years."  The  suggestions 
quoted  in  the  article  do  not  concern  us  in 
this  connexion:  they  are,  however,  an 
index  of  the  state  of  affairs  indicated,  one 
that  prudent  readers  will  take  into  account. 

Rural  Practitioners  in  1787 

The  four  volumes  of  "The  Torrington 
Diaries,"  recording  tours  on  horseback 
made  in  England  and  Wales  by  the  Hon. 
John  Byng  between  1781  and  1794,  con- 
tain occasional  references  to  the  practice 
of  medicine  in  the  provinces  during  those 
years.  They  are  unflattering.  When  setting 
out  on  one  occasion,  the  diarist  laid  in  a 
supply  of  James's  powder,  so  as  to  obviate 
"consulting  the  medical  country  block- 
heads, who  kill,  or  cure  by  chance."  While 
journeying  in  Wales  with  a  "Mr.  O"  in 
1787,  this  friend  was  taken  ill  and  had  to 
remain  for  some  days  at  an  inn.  An  apothe- 
cary who  was  sent  for  is  described  as  "a 
self-sufficient  syringe"  who  "affected  to 
despise  the  disorder,  saying,  it  was  only  a 
cholicky  complaint."  Thereupon  a  physician 
was  called  in :  he  arrived  in  a  post-chaise, 
accompanied  by  "a  sort  of  deputy."  The 
entry  in  the  Diary  continues :  "  The  Dr. 
was  fra  the  north  ...  an  impudent,  pre- 
tending, overbearing  savage  ! — After  order- 
ing Mr.  O  an  aperient  medicine,  pocketting 
2  guineas,  having  his  head  shaved,  taking  a 
strong  glass  of  wine  and  water,  and  ordering 
Mr.  O.  to  eat  and  drink  more  than  he  had 
done,  he  return'd  with  his  zany."  After 
this,  we  are  more  or  less  prepared  to  read 
of  an  apothecary  who  misread  "aq.  font." 
in  a  prescription  as  "aq.  fort.,"  and  "kill'd 
his  patient  in  a  crack."  It  may  be  added 
that  this  author  was,  on  his  own  evidence, 
difficult  to  please.  Xrayser

Mr.  Thomas  Marns,  M.P.S.,  writes:  "Fo 
many  years — almost  half  my  lifetime — I  hav 
enjoyed  the  friendship  of  Herbert  Skinner, 
began  early  in  19 15,  when  I  bought  my  busines 
in  Ealing.  He  was  then  acting  as  secretary  c 
the  old  Ealing  Chemists'  Association.  H 
encouraged  me  to  take  an  interest  in  loca 
pharmaceutical  affairs  and,  later  on,  to  see 
to  be  of  service  in  a  wider  field.

Although  his  experience  in  th 
retail  was  of  short  duration,  he  always  had 
warm  spot  in  his  heart  for  retail  chemists,  am 
a  great  understanding  of  the  difficulties  unde 
which  they  earn  their  living.  He  was  keen  o: 
outdoor  sports,  and  was  the  driving  force  i 
promoting  the  London  Chemists'  Sports  Clut 
Many  will  recall  with  pleasure  those  happ 
days  spent  at  New  Barnet.  He  played  go 
to  the  last,  was  a  season-ticket  holder  at  th 
Oval,  and  was  always  to  be  found  at  Wemble 
on  Cup  Final  day.  He  loved  to  travel,  an 
spent  most  of  his  holidays  abroad.  He  was 
wonderful  travelling  companion.  Together  w 
spent  many  holidays  in  Switzerland — a  countr 
of  which  he  was  very  fond.  In  1927  I  persuade 
him  to  join  me  on  a  visit  to  the  United  State 
and  Canada,  where  he  made  many  friends.  H 
made  three  trips  to  America,  on  one  occasio 
going  right  across  to  the  Pacific  coast.

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LEGAL  REPORTS 

Concealed  Opium. — At  Glasgow  sheriff 
court,  recently,  two  Chinese  were  sentenced- 
to  three  months'  imprisonment,  and  fines  of 
£zo  or  a  further  three  months,  on  charges 
of  evading  Customs  duty  on  opium.  Two 
other  Chinese  were  sentenced  to  two  months' 
imprisonment  and  fined  £\o  or  a  further 
term  of  two  months.  It  was  stated  that 
opium  worth  ^56,000  had  been  concealed  in 
the  ship  in  which  the  Chinese  arrived. 

Dispenser's  Thefts. — At  Ipswich  police 
court,  on  January  4,  Shelagh  Brookfield 
Bradford,  M.P.S.,  was  fined  ^50,  and 
bound  over  for  two  years,  with  the  same 
period  of  probation,  on  condition  that  she 
undergoes  such  treatment  as  her  medical 
advisers  instruct.  She  was  charged  with 
stealing  from  various  stores,  including 
Boots,  Ltd.,  and  it  was  stated  that  at  her 
home  eighty  pairs  of  new  stockings,  thirty 
pairs  of  gloves,  twenty  handbags,  fifty  to 
sixty  jars  of  face  cream,  and  a  large  quan- 
tity of  new  underwear,  in  addition  to  other 
goods,  were  found.  Evidence  was  given  that 
Bradford  was  an  extremely  good  dispenser 
but  had  suffered  from  glandular  trouble 
since  childhood,  and  was  definitely  not 
normal.  She  was  stated  to  have  a  private 
income  and  a  good  salary. 

INQUESTS 

Sleeping  Tablets. — A  verdict  in  accord- 
ance with  the  medical  evidence  was 
returned  at  a  recent  inquest  at  Bridgwater 
on  Phyllis  Irene  Jennings,  who  was  found 
dead  in  bed  at  home.  A  doctor,  who  carried 
out  a  post-mortem  examination,  said  that 
the  results  did  not  exclude  the  possibility 
of  barbiturate  poisoning,  but  he  had  no 
evidence  in  support  of  such  a  finding.  The 
cause  of  death  was  heart  failure  due  to 
mitral  disease. 

.  Chemical  Analysis  of  No  Avail. — At 
Westminster,  on  December  26,  1944,  a 
verdict  of  suicide  while  of  unsound  mind  was 
returned  on  Hubert  Edgar  Wyatt,  West- 
minster. It  was  stated  that  Soneryl  tablets 
had  been  prescribed,  and  Wyatt  had  been 
supplied  with  a  quantity  of  100.  Later  he 
was  found  dead  in  his  flat,  and  on  a  piece  of 
paper  found  in  the  room  he  had  written 
' '  Cancer  of  the  tongue. ' '  In  view  of  the  note 
and  the  fact  that  all  the  tablets  had  dis- 
appeared, the  coroner  held  that  Wyatt  had 
taken  his  life.  He  stated  that  Soneryl  was  a 
dangerous  drug,  but  would  be  quickly 
destroyed  in  the  body,  so  that  a  chemical 
analysis  of  the  organs  would  not  much  help 
the  inquiry.

~^HE  training  of  pharmacists  in  the 
Soviet  Union  goes  back  to  the 
sixteenth  century,  to  the  "  Chancel- 
of  Pharmacopia"  which  trained 
rentices.

big  pharmacy  or  warehouse.  He  must  be  a 
specialist  in  the  manufacture  of  medicines, 
in  forensic  pharmacy,  and  in  the  collection 
and  drying  of  medicinal  herbs.  In  war-time 
he  has  many  additional  duties.  If  he  is 
mobilised  into  the  army  he  must  supply  and 
service  army  medical  institutions,  and 
control  the  work  of  chemical  squads  in  local 
air  defence  organisations.  The  degrees  of  a 
master  and  doctor  of  science  (pharmaceu- 
tics) have  also  been  introduced  in  the 
Soviet  Union.  Before  the  'war  there  were 
eleven  pharmaceutical  institutes  in  the 
Union  with  a  total  student  body  of  4,500. 
The  curricula  of  these  institutes  covered 
training  in  twenty-five  different  subjects, 
five  of  which  were  highly  technical  and 
requiring  a  four-year  course.  During  the 
sixth  and  eighth  terms  practical  work  is 
introduced ;  and  practical  work  with 
medicinal  herbs  is  also  obligatory  in  the 
third  and  fourth  years.  The  student  takes 
an  extensive  course  in  general  biology  and 
general  chemistry,  in  addition  to  the  special 
subjects  he  has  entered  for.  Intensive 
research  work  is  carried  on  in  pharmaceuti- 
cal institutes,  especially  in  war-time,  to 
find  substitutes  for  raw  materials  which 
are  in  short  supply. 

Effects  of  the  War 

New  methods  of  pharmaceutical  analysis 
are  worked  out.  The  war  has  brought 
about  a  few  changes  in  the  institutes ;  the 
number  of  students  attending  now  is  higher 
than  the  pre-war  figure,  although  only 
eight  pharmaceutical  institutes  are  working 
at  the  moment.  As  a  temporary  measure, 
pharmaceutical  faculties  have  been  founded 
at  medical  institutes.  Actually  every 
branch  of  pharmaceutical  work  has  grown 
and  improved  during  the  war  years.  It 
became  necessary  to  improve  the  knowledge 
of  dispensers  in  the  technology  of  phar- 
maceutical preparations  and  medicinal 
herbs.  In  this  connexion  experimental 
fields  have  been  established  at  pharmaceuti- 
cal institutes  where  medicinal  herbs  are 
cultivated ;  experimental  installations  un- 
der factory  conditions  have  been  introduced 
into  the  study  of  technology  of  medical 
and  galenical  preparations.  To  this  must 
be  added  the  regular  pharmacy,  which  is 
attached  to  every  training  institute.

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COUNCIL  WORK  DESCRIBED  AT  BLACKPOOL 


A  meeting  of  the  Blackpool  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  was 
held  at  Blackpool  recently,  when  Mr.  T. 
Heseltine  (a  member  of  the  Society's 
Council)  was  the  speaker.  He  said  that,  as 
a  member  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  Executive,  he  was  aware  of  occa- 
sional differences  of  opinion  between  the 
Society  and  the  N.P.U.,  and  felt  that  these 
differences  should  not  exist.  With  the 
object  of  obtaining  better  liaison  between 
the  two  bodies,  he  had  allowed  himself  to 
be  nominated  for  election  to  the  Council. 
This  talk  was  his  first  as  Council  member. 

Chief  Concerns  of  the  Society 

Before  his  election,  he  had  always  felt, 
said  Mr.  Heseltine,  that  his  business  in- 
terests were  being  well  looked  after  by  the 
N.P.U.,  but,  though  he  had  searched  his 
mind  carefully,  he  had  not  found  much 
that  the  Society  had  done  to  help  him  as  a 
retailer.  The  chief  concerns  of  the  Society 
appeared  to  be  education,  examinations, 
law,  and  benevolence — all  worthy  objects, 
all  necessary,  but  all  of  which  should  be 
kept  within  bounds.  He  was  strongly  of 
the  opinion  that  more  time  should  be  de- 
voted to  assisting  the  ordinary  retail 
pharmacist,  who,  after  all,  was  the  back- 
bone of  the  Society.  He  then  dealt  with  the 
finances  of  the  Society.  His  feeling  was 
that  if  members  knew  the  true  position 
they  would  be  better  able  to  understand 
why  it  had  been  found  necessary  to  raise 
their  subscriptions.  The  total  estimated 
income  for  1945  was  ^136,000.  The  esti- 
mated expenditure  left  an  anticipated 
balance  of  just  over  ^18,000.  Of  this,  it 
was  proposed  to  earmark  ^15,000  for  the 
Building  Fund.  The  Society  had  been 
unfortunate  with  its  new  building  and, 
because  of  the  war,  he  estimated  that  it 
would  finally  cost  in  the  region  of  ^250,000. 
Education  cost  ^13,000  per  annum,  and 
Mr.  Heseltine  expressed  his  alarm  at  the 
cost  of  the  Society's  school,  pointing  out 
that,  for  the  sake  of  carrying  the  hall- 
mark "square-trained,"  each  student  was, 
at  the  moment,  costing  members  ^250-^300 
per  annum.  During  the  past  year,  two 
professorships  had  been  granted  at  the 
school,  and  this,  of  course,  meant  extra 
salaries,  but  members  of  the  Education 
Committee,  and  especially  the  treasurer, 
were  always  trying  to  keep  down  expenses. 
Law  administration  cost  the  Society  ^13,000 
per  annum,  and  the  "Journal"  ^24,000, 
most  of  which  was  recoverable.  Mr.  Hesel- 


tine complimented  the  Blackpool  Ladies' 
Committee  on  their  tremendous  effort  in 
raising  nearly  ^900  to  date  for  the  War 
Aid  Fund.  He  asked  these  ladies  to  ex- 
amine the  Fund  and,  if  at  any  time  they 
felt  that  it  was  large  enough,  to  carry  on 
the  good  work  and  send  the  money  to  the 
Benevolent  Fund.  The  Tomlinson  scheme 
for  disabled  Servicemen  and  women, 
whereby  industries  must  take  back  a  per- 
centage of  disabled  people,  had  been  dis- 
cussed, and  the  Council  had  promised  on 
pharmacists'  behalf  to  take  back  all  old 
pharmaceutical  staffs,  but  had  pointed  out 
that  pharmacy  was  not  a  suitable  vocation 
for  disabled  people. 

In  answer  to  questions,  Mr.  Heseltine 
stated  that  the  N.P.U.  was  dealing  with 
the  pricing  of  suppositories  in  the  N.H.I, 
tariff,  where  the  pricing  for  quantities  over 
one  dozen  was  not  remunerative. 

Mr.  Howarth  asked  if  Mr.  Heseltine 
was  satisfied  with  the  "Journal"  as  now 
printed,  and  he  answered  "No."  The  great 
majority  of  readers  were  retail  pharmacists, 
and  the  space  given  to  technical  and  ethical 
articles,  which  cost  ^900  a  year,  was 
ridiculous.  They  were  not  read  by  the 
majority,  and  more  space  should  be  given 
to  articles  on  everyday  problems  affecting 
retail  pharmacists. 

Dosage  Fee  for  Dispensing 

Mr.  Haslam  asked  if  anything  was  being 
done  to  obtain  a  dosage  fee  for  National 
Health  Insurance  dispensing,  and  the 
speaker  said  it  had  been  discussed  at  the 
Conferences  and  would  definitely  be  intro- 
duced into  the  Ministry  of  Health  negotia- 
tions. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  moved  by  Mr. 
Lowe  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Carter.  Mr. 
Heseltine  suitably  responded. 


Sympatometin.  —  "Comsomol  Pravda," 
the  youth  supplement  of  the  Soviet  national 
newspaper,  states  that  four  injections  of  a 
new  medical  preparation,  sympatometin, 
caused  a  fully  grown  dog  to  double  its 
weight.  The  preparation  has  been  developed 
by  Professor  Ivan  Pavlovitch  Chukichev, 
from  a  mixture  of  albumen  and  sulphuric 
acid.  Tests  are  stated  to  have  established 
that  the  drug  is  beneficial  in  rheumatism, 
asthma  and  nervous  diseases.  Its  effect  in 
accelerating  organic  growth  was*  revealed 
accidentally  when  a  weak  solution  was 
spilled  on  flowering  shrubs,  which  grew  to 
three  times  their  normal  size. 
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BLOOD  TRANSFUSION  IN  PEACE-TIME 


Reference  to  the  organisation  of  a  civilian 
— ^lood-transfusion  service  after  the  war  was 
nade  by  Sir  Lionel  Whitby  in  a  lecture  on 
Transfusion  in  Peace  and  War,"  given 
,efore   the    Society    of    Apothecaries  of 
London  recently   ("Lancet,"    January  6 
p  i).  He  suggested  that  the  convenience  of 
the  blood  bank  in  war-time  might  mask  its 
imitations    for   peace-time   work.  For 
example,  some  portion  of  even  young  stored 
blood  was  quickly  destroyed  when  trans- 
fused, and  the  older  the  blood  the  greater 
the  destruction.      In  a  disease  such  as 
aplastic  anaemia  there  was  much  to  be  said, 
therefore,  for  using  fresh  blood  and  obtain- 
ing maximum  survival,  and  a  body  of 
medical  opinion  advocated  the  use  of  fresh 
blood  for  the  majority  of  medical  diseases. 
Blood  banks,  he  pointed  out,  require  the 
most  careful  supervision  and  deserve  the 
service  of  full-time  officers.   Though  stored 
blood  may  be  life-saving,  it  may  equally  be 
lethal,  and  a  blood-bank  officer  is  essential 
to  ensure  skilled  collection,  proper  refrig- 
eration and  daily  inspection  and  rejection 
of  unfit  bottles,  as  well  as  for  checking  the 
group,  direct  matching,  and  preparation  of 
red-cell  concentrates.    "Much  research  has 
been  devoted  to  the  perfection  of  blood 
substitutes,  which  might  transfer  the  load 
from  the  human  donor  to  the  animal  world, 
the  vegetable  kingdom,  or  the  realm  of  the 
synthetic  chemist."    Pectin,  isinglass  and 
gelatin  were  mentioned  as  having  a  certain 
value,  but  they  had  not  come  into  general 
use,  nor  had  it  been  possible  to  process 
bovine  plasma   or   serum   sufficiently  to 
guarantee   freedom    from   reactions.  A 
German  synthetic  product  had  been  aban- 
doned by  the  Germans  themselves  in  favour 
of  dried  plasma.   Attention  had  been  paid, 
he  said,  to  the  question  of  protein  nutrition, 
more  particularly  in  the  United  States,  and 
he  urged  that  it  was  as  important  to  attend 
to  protein  requirements  as  to  give  the 
carbohydrate  infusions  which  had  long  been 
customary.    Only  a  fraction  of  peace-time 
transfusion  practice  fell  into  the  category 
of  emergency  administrations. 

Two  Panels  of  Blood  Donors 

In  peace-time,  two  panels  of  donors  were 
I  to  be  recommended :  first,  those  who,  with 
due  notice,  were  prepared  to  contribute  to 
the  bank  or  plasma  pool;  and  secondly, 
those  who,  with  relatively  little  notice, 
were  prepared  to  be  summoned  to  provide 
fresh  blooti.  The  continuation  of  regional 
transfusion  stocks,  with  an  advisory  and 


executive  medical  officer  charged  with 
maintaining  high  standards,  was  regarded 
as  fully  justified;  the  officer  m  charge 
would  need  the  assistance  of  a  second 
medical  officer  for  bleeding  duties,  and 
also  of  two  or  three  laboratory  technicians 
for  bacteriological  and  serological  work, 
assembly  of  apparatus,  autoclavmg,  and 
other  duties,  which  could  with  advantage 
include  the  preparations  of  crystalloid 
solutions  for  the  region. 

REMOVING  A  RING 

The  following  practical  method  of  removing 
a  ring  from  a  swollen  finger  without  cutting 
the  ring,  when  soap  or  soap  and  water 
have  proved  unsuccessful,  was  outlined  by 
Donald  C.  Grob  (pharmacist's  mate,  first 
class  United  States  Naval  Reserve),  m 
the  'U.S.  "Hospital  Corps  Quarterly" 
(17.4.44)- 


A  fine  piece  of  twine  about  50  in.  long,  and  of  sufficient 
tensile  strength,  is  placed  through  the  ring  with  a 
2-in.  tail  extending  mesially. 


With  the  mesial  end  held  secure  with  the  left  hand, 
the  distal  end  of  the  twine  is  wrapped  spirally  and  very 
tightly  around  the  finger  distally  and  over  the  first 
proximal  interphalangeal  joint,  winding  close. 


With  the  distal  end  of  the  twine  held  tightly  after 
wrapping  the  finger,  the  mesial  end  of  the  twine  is 
grasped  and,  with  a  continuous  pull  upward,  the  spiral 
wrapping  unwound.  With  the  unwinding,  the  ring 
gradually  works  forward  and  off. 

The  author  states  that  if  the  twine  is 
well  soaped  before  use,  the  operation  is 
generally  much  easier.

27)  are  ratified  by  the  members  of  each, 
very  powerful  industrial  bargaining 
organisation  will  result.  The  prospective 
nerger  is  indirectly  of  some  interest  to 
Dharmacists,  because  the  Association  of 
Pharmaceutical  Employees,  which  recruits 
its  members  from  assistants  (qualified  and 
inqualified)  employed  in  pharmacies,  is  a 
.ubsection  of  the  Shop  Assistants'  Union, 
while  the  Distributive  Workers'  Union  is 
also  understood  to  number  pharmacists 
within  its  ranks.  Both  are  represented  on 
the  National  Joint  Industrial  Council  for 
Retail  Pharmacists. 


Effects  of  Amalgamation 

Thus  the  strength  and  support  which 
presumably  attracted  the  Pharmaceutical 
Employees  in  the  first  place  to  associate 
themselves  with  the  larger  group  of  shop 
assistants  will  become— assuming  a  success- 
ful outcome  for  the  merger  proposals— 
enormously  increased.  Any  disadvantage 
that  employee  pharmacists  may  have 
suffered  by  having  some  of  their  colleagues 


in  a  "rival"  union  covering  virtually  the 
same  field  will  be  correspondingly  dimin- 
ished. 

It  is  to  be  doubted,  however,  whether 
the  effects  of  the  union  upon  the  craft  of 
pharmacy  will  be  commensurately  bene- 
ficial.  We  have  in  the  past  not  hesitated 
to  point  out  that  the  employed  pharmacist, 
even  if  he  spends  the  greater  part  of  his  time 
behind  a  counter,  is  very  much  more  than 
a  shop  assistant.  He  may  have  his  interests 
as  a  distributive  worker  catered  for  to  the 
full,  while  following  a  policy  which  over- 
looks or  is  even  detrimental  to  his  interests 
as  a  pharmacist.   We  do  not  contend  that 
this  outcome  will  necessarily  result  from 
the  proposed  amalgamation.    Not  in  any 
sense  are  we  opposed  to  employee  pharma- 
cists seeking  protection  for  any  of  their 
interests  in  the  quarter  which  appears  to 
them  to  hold  out  the  greatest  prospect  of 
betterment.  Our  appeal— and  it  is  stronger 
than  an  appeal— is  that  side  by  side  with 
the  reinforcement  of  their  bargaining-power 
as  counter-hands  they  should  correspond- 
ingly develop  and  strengthen  the  ties  which 
bind  them  to  the  craft,  for  which  they 
subjected  themselves  to  an  examination 
such  as  the  vast  majority  of  other  shop 
assistants  are  not  called  upon  to  pass. 

Pharmacists  as  Shop  Assistants 

The   warning   is   given   point   by  the 
recently-agreed  scales  of  wages  under  the 
National  Joint  Industrial  Council  for  Retail 
Pharmacy.    By  general  consent  the  rates 
are  modest.   Even  some  of  the  spokesmen 
of  the  employers  seem  to  .have  been  half- 
apologetic  about  them,  as  if  it  had  not 
been  expected  that  the  negotiations  would 
have  resulted  in  such  an  easy  agreement. 
There  may,  in  fact,  be  justification  for  the 
fear  felt  in  some  quarters  that  the  low  rates 
agreed  upon  will  adversely  affect  the  terms 
offered  to  pharmacists  under  the  National 
Health  Scheme.    It  is  true  that  proprietor 
pharmacists   have   risks,    overheads  and 
responsibilities  not  shared  by  their  em- 
ployees, and  that  these  must  all  be  taken 
into   account  in   assessing  remuneration. 
Even  so,  the  rate  at  which  the  services  of 
a  pharmacist,  purely  as  a  pharmacist,  are 
valued  cannot  fail  to  be  in  the  conscious- 
ness of  those  who,  as  trustees  for  the  public. 
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conduct  the  negotiations  from  the  Govern- 
ment side.  It  may  be  asked  whether  the 
low  terms  accepted  by  the  Trade  Union 
side  of  the  J.I.C.  are  not  a  reflection  of  an 
experience,  on  the  part  of  the  professional 
bargainers,  with  the  needs  of  shop  assistants 
accompanied  by  comparative  ignorance  of 
the  qualification  and  training  of  pharma- 
cists. In  other  words,  whether  the  scales 
are  not,  on  the  whole,  comparable  with 
what  grocers'  assistants,  without  examina- 
tion, could  secure  by  strength  of  organisation. 

What  is  constantly  in  our  own  mind  is 
the  long-term  welfare  of  the  craft,  rather 
than  the  immediate  benefit,  however  sub- 
stantial, of  any  section  of  it.  We  are  thus 
sensitive  to  any  move  which,  while  of 
advantage  to  a  part  of  the  Society's  mem- 
bership, is  detrimental  to  the  whole.'  Let 
employed  pharmacists  regard  themselves 
primarily  as  pharmacists  and  they  will,  on 
a  long  view,  improve  their  own  position  by 
promoting  that  of  the  craft. 

"  Higher"  Appointments 

The  Minister  of  Labour  and  National 
Service  (Mr.  Ernest  Bevin)  has  announced 
plans  for  assisting  the  resettlement  of  men 
and  women  in  what  are  known  as  "higher 
appointments,"  i.e.  posts  that  call  for 
administrative,  supervisory,  managerial, 
professional  or  technical  qualifications  or 
capacity.  It  is  understood  that  pharmacists 
will  be  covered  by  the  scheme. 

Scope  of  the  Appointments  Department 

The  plans  have  been  prepared  in  the 
light  of  recommendations  made  by  a  Com- 
mittee set  up  in  1944  under  Lord  Hankey, 
and  provide  for  reorganisation  of  the  exist- 
ing Appointments  Department  of  the 
Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service, 
and  for  its  reorientation  to  meet  the  needs 
of  men  and  women  on  war  service,  who  seek 
to  resume  or  to  commence  careers  in  the 
higher  ranks  of  industry,  commerce,  or  the 
professions.  Starting  from  a  declaration 
that,  "  in  the  new  world  likely  to  follow  this 
war,  it  will  be  a  matter  of  urgent  public 
need  to  avoid  any  waste  of  trained  ability," 
the  Committee  give  it  as  their  conclusion 
that  a  nation-wide,  State-provided  agency 
for  employment   in   the  field   of  higher 
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appointments  is  essential,  and  that  it  shoul 
be  based  on  the  existing  Appointment 

Department.  But  men  and  women  in  § 
Forces  and  on  war  service  are  deeply  coi 
cerned  about  their  future  careers,  and  tt 
opportunities  for  training  available.  Tt 
"placing"  work  of  the  Appointm  en- 
Department  is  therefore  regarded  by  1 
Committee  as  the  focal  point  of  a  servic 
of  information,  advice  and  help.  It 
recommended  that  the  Department  shoul 
be  equipped  to  give  advice  upon  choice  < 
and  training  for  a  career,  and  a  "careei 
research  section"  has  therefore  been  estal 
lished  which,  in  collaboration  with  prt 
fessional  associations,  educational  bodie 
and  Government  departments,  has  collecte 
information  about  the  various  professior 
and  callings.

Desensitisation  to  Sulphonamides. — Con- 
sistent success  in  desensitising  allergic 
patients  in  sulphonamide  administration  is 
reported  by  Park  ("British  Medical  Jour- 
nal," 1944.  II.  816).  The  method  was  to 
commence  with  an  amount  of  the  drug  too 
small  to  cause  a  reaction  and  double  the 
dose  each  day  until  a  mild  reaction  ap- 
peared. The  dose  was  maintained  at  that 
level  until  all  symptoms  had  subsided, 
when  it  was  again  increased.  An  oppor- 
tunity to  follow  up  one  desensitised  case 
showed  that  allergy  had  returned  after 
twelve  months  but  in  much  lower  degree. 

Penicillin  in  Syphilis. — The  demonstra- 
tion that  penicillin  is  therapeutically  active 
against  Spirochcsta  recurrentis  and  Spirillum 
minus  infections  in  mice  has  led  to  its  trial 
in  cases  of  syphilis.  Ross  and  others 
("Lancet,"  1944.  II.  845)  give  results  on 
strongly  seropositive  cases  with  well-marked 
secondary  lesions.  The  treatment  courses 
were  (a)  30,000  units  intramuscularly  every 
three  hours  for  eighty  injections  (i.e. 
2,400,000  units  in  ten  days) ;  or  (b)  30,000 
units  every  hour  for  forty  injections  (i.e. 
1,200,000  units  in  forty  hours).  In  all 
cases  the  immediate  results  were  good  : 
spirochetes  and  lesions  disappeared  at 
least  as  rapidly  as  is  usual  under  suitable 
treatment  with  arsenicals  and  bismuth. 
Later  results,  however,  showed  the  effects 
to  be  less  beneficial  than  arsenicals  and 
bismuth  might  have  been.  Of  four  (a)  cases, 
only  one  was  an  unequivocal  success  in  an 
observation  period  of  nine  months.  One 
was  probably  but  not  certainly  cured. 
In  the  remaining  two  the  verdict  is  open: 
in  one  the  Wassermann  reaction  gave 
varying  results  during  the  nine  months  of 
treatment,  and  in  the  other  there  was  a 
serological  relapse  some  three  and  a  half 
months  after  treatment.  Of  the  two  (b) 
cases  (including  the  patient  referred  to 
above  as  probably  cured,  but  treated  again 
on  becoming  reinfected),  one  remained  free 
from  evidence  of  syphilis  four  and  a  half 
months  after  treatment ;  the  other  relapsed 
in  about  two  months.  The  cases  illustrate 
the  usual  difficulty  of  deciding  on  a  suitable 
dose  for  individual  patients,  but  the  freedom 
of  penicillin  from  toxic  properties  will 
enable  trials  to  be  undertaken  at  higher 
dosage  levels  and  under  longer  courses  of 
treatment.  Penicillin  treatment  for  syphilis, 
the  authors  conclude,  will  not  become 
suitable  for  routine  civilian  practice  until 
the  frequently  repeated  day-and-night 
injections  can  be  avoided. 
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PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  GREAT  BRITAII 

A  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  was  held  in  London  on 
January  2  and  3,  the  president  (Mr.  F.  G. 
Wells)  in  the  chair. 


Tuesday's  Session 

Letters  relating  to  the  proposed  national 
health  service  were  received  from  Torquay 
Branch  conveying  resolutions  urging  that 
the  proposed  local  pharmacy  boards  should 
consist  entirely  of  pharmacists  elected  by 
pharmacists  participating  in  the  service; 
that  the  contract  of  service  should  be  with 
the  pharmacist  in  charge  of  the  pharmacy ; 
that  the  widest  publicity  should  be  given 
to  the  case  for  pharmacy ;  and  that  remun- 
eration should  be  adequate;  and  from  the 
Romford  Branch  conveying  resolutions 
supporting  the  proposals  that  a  Central 
Pharmacy  Board  should  be  established  to 
advise  the  Minister  of  Health  on  pharma- 
ceutical matters,  and  that  the  Board  should 
have  the  power  of  determining,  subject  to 
appeal  to  the  Minister,  conditions  for  the 
addition  or  dissolution  of  units  of  the 
pharmaceutical  service. 

Advertising  of  Dispensing  Services 

The  Council  took  note  of  the  continued 
publication  of  advertisements  of  dispensing 
services,  and  decided  to  issue  a  statement  on 
the  matter,  having  regard  to  its  inclusion 
in  the  Statement  on  Matters  of  Professional 
Conduct  in  June  1944. 

Wednesday's  Proceedings 

The  Chairman  said  his  first  duty  was 
the  very  painful  one  of  moving: — 

That  the  Council  record  with  deep  regret  and 
with  a  keen  sense  of  loss  the  death  of  Herbert 
Skinner  (a  member  of  Council  since  19 16). 

Among  the  offices  in  pharmaceutical 
public  life  held  by  Mr.  Skinner,  said  the 
president,  were  the  vice-presidency  of  the 
Society,  1926,  the  presidency,  1927-29,  the 
chairmanship  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference,  1934,  and  the  chairmanship  of 
the  Codex  Committee,  Codex  Revision 
Committee  and  Publications  Committee  of 
the  Society's  Council.  Mr.  Skinner  had 
played  an  active  and  many-sided  part  in 
the  affairs  of  pharmacy  and  the  Society 
for  many  years,  and  his  services  would  be 
remembered  with  gratitude  and  apprecia- 
tion. Mr.  Skinner  was  also  a  past-secretary 
of  the  North  London  Association,  a  position 
he  had  held  for  over  twenty-one  years, 
a  past-chairman  of  both  the  London  and 


Middlesex  Pharmaceutical  Committees,  ai 
for  over  forty  years  had  been  in  the  pharm 
ceutical  department  of  the  Royal  Northe 
Hospital.  In  his  passing,  pharmacy  hi 
sustained  a  heavy  loss,  for  Mr.  Skinner  hi 
given  unselfishly  of  his  time  and  abiliti 
for  the  benefit  of  the  craft  he  loved  so  we 
His  work  on  the  Codex — of  which  he  1 
so  justly  proud — would  always  remain 
living  testimony  of  his  memory.  £ 
activities,  however,  were  not  confined 
pharmacy,  and  he  took  a  great  interest 
sport,  through  which  he  had  created 
better  feeling  and  good  fellowship  ai 
understanding  among  his  confreres.  T 
chairman  said  he  personally  had  lost 
good  friend,  and  one  for  whom  he  had  tl 
greatest  respect  and  admiration. 

Mr.   A.    R.   Melhuish,   seconding  tl 
motion,  said  he  did  so  with  a  considerat 
measure  of  distress.    Herbert  Skinner  h< 
many  attributes;    among  them  were 
forthrightness,  because  if  there  was  an 
thing  about  Skinner  at  all  it  was  that 
spoke  his  mind  fully,  clearly,  and  somewh 
robustly.    He  was  a  forward  thinker,  wl 
thought  and  endeavoured  to  act  ahead 
his  time,  and  another  attribute  was  b 
loyalty.    Although  in  Mr.  .Skinner's  ear 
days  they  had  not  always  agreed  with  hir 
he  personally  had  never  had  a  word 
disagreement  with  his  old  friend  and  cc 
league.    Of  late  years,  through  ill-heart 
Mr.  Skinner  had  not  been  so  forceful  as 
the  days  of  yore,  but  he  had  a  wealth 
experience  which  he  was  willing  to  give 
the  Council  on  almost  any  phase  of  pha 
macy.    He  had  friends  in  practically  evei 
branch    of   the    Society   throughout  ti 
country,  and  friends  in  Northern  Irelam 
Eire,  America  and  Canada,  and  his  passir 
-  would  be  regretted  in  very  wide  circles.

Mr.  W.  Deacon  moved  the  minutes  of 
the  War  Aid  Committee.  He  reported  the 
receipt  of  letters  from  the  secretary  of  the 
study  group  at  Oflag  VIIB  Prisoner-of-War 
Camp,  Germany,  outlining  its  activities 
and  conveying  resolutions  passed  by  the 
group,  and  read  one  letter  expressing 
approval  of  the  Council's  kindness  in  send- 
ing to  pharmaceutical  prisoners  of  war  the 
"Journal,"  books,  and  cigarettes,  endorsing 
remarks  made  by  the  Dean  of  the  Society's 
School  at  the  opening  of  the  102nd  session 
regarding  the  changes  hoped  for  in  educa- 
tion, and  urging  that  refresher  courses  for 
service  members  should  include  biochemical 
analysis. 

The  report  of  the  Law  Committee,  pre- 
sented by  Sir  Malcolm  Delevingne, 
showed  that  the  premises  of  835  authorised 
sellers,  ninety  listed  sellers  and  503  drug- 
stores and  similar  traders  had  been  visited 
by  the  Society's  inspectors  and  agents 
during  the  month.  Four  cases  of  alleged 
infringements  were  considered  and  appro- 
priate action  taken. 

Report  on  Scottish  Examinations 

The  report  by  the  Privy  Council  Visitor 
on  the  examinations  held  in  Scotland 
during  1944  indicated  that  in  the  Chemist 
and  Druggist  Qualifying  examination  the 
percentage  pass  for  the  whole  examination 
(thirty-seven)  compared  unfavourably  with 
the  percentages  for  the  three  previous 
years  (forty-nine,  forty-five,  forty-one). 
This  might  partly  be  attributable  to  war- 
time conditions.  As  usual,  there  was  a 
small  group  of  outstanding  candidates,  but 
the  majority  obtained  medium  or  poor 
marks.  Far  too  many  of  the  candidates 
seemed  to  have  difficulty  with  the  relation- 
ship of  Metric  to  Imperial  weights  and 
measures,  with  reading  prescriptions,  and 
with  putting  them  up  in  a  neat,  attractive 
manner,  all  indicating  weakness  in  their 
apprentice  training.  Handwriting  and 
labelling  often  left  much  to  be  desired. 
Laboratory  technique  in  general  failed  to 
reach  a  high  standard,  indicating  insuffi- 
cient practice  and  supervision.  Similar 
remarks  applied  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Chemist  examination.. 
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In  previous  articles  the  writer  has  referred 
to  a  current  world  shortage  of  vegetable 
oils,  shown  how  far  this  country  was  de- 
pendent on  importations  for  these  oils,  and 
given  some  indication  of  the  post-war  posi- 
tion. During  the  war  Britain's  own  shortage 
of  vegetable  oils  rapidly  impinged  on  her 
food  supplies  and  was  reflected^  of  course, 
in  rationing,  particularly  of  margarine  and 
oilseed  feeding-cakes.  .  The  difficulty  was 
fortunately  overcome  to  a  large  extent  by 
Lend-Lease,  without  which  the  country's 
position  might  well  have  been  tragic.  That 
there  had  been  considerable  lack  of  fore- 
sight is  clear  if  only  one  aspect  of  our  pre- 
war agricultural  policy  is  considered. 

In  pre-war  times  Britain  imported  enor- 
mous quantities  of  butter  and  other  dairy 
produce  from  Denmark.  There  was  no 
attempt,  on  the  part  of  Denmark,  to  hide 
the  fact  that  50  per  cent,  of  the  concen- 
trated ration  of  her  dairy  herds  was  com- 
posed of  sunflower-seed  cake,  imported 
from  the  Argentine,  etc.  This  fact  raises 
the  particular  subject  of  the  present  article. 

Overcoming  Post-war  Shortage 

Since  it  has  been  officially  announced 
that  the  post-war  shortage  will  be  in  vege- 
table oils,  and  that  this  shortage  may  hit 
the  United  Kingdom,  as  a  country  formerly 
dependent  on  imports,  very  hard,  it  is 
obvious  that  consideration  must  be  given 
to  how  far  the  country  can  produce  her 
own  needs.  There  appear  to  be  only  two 
oilseed  crops  that  can  be  grown  economic- 
ally in  this  country :  sunflower  and  linseed, 
though  successful  attempts  have,  in  some 
cases,  been  recorded  with  soya  bean.  Lin- 
seed does  not  produce  a  truly  edible  oil  of 
any  class,  while  soya  bean  has  been  shown 
to  be  a  very  temperamental  crop  and  far 
inferior  in  yield  per  acre  to  sunflower. 

Superiority  of  Sunflower 

Seeing  that  sunflower  has  long  been  a 
flourishing  inhabitant  of  British  gardens, 
it  seems  curious  that,  for  political  or  other 
reasons,  a  leaf  was  not  only  not  taken  out 
of  the  Danes'  book,  and  it  was  not  grown 
as  a  commercial  crop  long  before  the  war. 
It  is  still  more  curious  that  although,  shortly 
after  the  outbreak  of  war,  experiments  to 
find  the  most  suitable  varieties  of  sunflower 
for  farm  crops  in  Britain  were  being  made 
by  the  Imperial  College  of  Science  and 
Technology  (which  experiments  were  later 


extended  under  grant  from  the  Ministry! 
Agriculture  to  the  Agricultural  Reseail 
Council),  the  Ministry  should  have  statl 
when  suggestions  were  made  to  it  as  to  I 
possibilities  of  this  crop  as  a  war-til 
relief  measure,  that  sunflower  was  a  ci| 
unsuitable  for  this  climate,  that  other  crc| 
were  more  important,  and  that  there  w| 
no  machinery  in  the  country  capable  | 
dealing  with  the  oil. 

However,  the  position  is  now  changJ 
since  not  only  have  the  necessary  varietJ 
been  found  and  grown  successfully  in  larl 
acreages  over  many  parts  of  England  duri| 
the  past  three  years,  but  the  Ministries 
Agriculture  and  Food  have  at  last  visuj 
ised  sunflower  as  a  crop  to  be  promoted  f 
the  needs  of  the  difficult  post-war  years. 

Suitable  for  all  Soils 

Sunflower  has  been  successfully  grown 
all  soils  in  this  country  that  will  grow  oth 
crops  successfully,  and  the  average  yieL 
obtained  here  are  higher  than  those  in  ai 
other  country  in  terms  of  seed  per  acn 
while  the  oil  content  is  well  up  to  wor 
average,  reaching  between  30  per  cent,  ar 
36  per  cent,  for  the  varieties  at  presei 
being  grown.  On  the  other  hand,  yielc 
have  been  obtained  on  trial  plots  far 
excess  of  those  of  other  countries.  Thou£ 
it  was  necessary,  on  account  of  the  vagari< 
of  the  British  climate  and  the  impossibilit 
of  allowing  the  majority  of  such  crops 
dry  out  naturally  on  the  field,  to  mat 
experiments  in  the  artificial  drying  of  sfj 
flower,  which  has  not  been  necessary 
other  countries,  a  considerable  advance  ha 
been  made  in  this  direction  in  a  matter 
only  two  seasons.  Mechanical-combin 
harvesting,  as  practised  in  South  Americc 
Canada,  etc.,  has  already  been  shown  to  b 
a  possibility  here  in  the  drier  and  earlie 
districts,  such  as  South  and  South-eas 
England  and  East  Anglia.  Progress  als< 
being  made  in  the  adaptation  of  othe 
machinery  for  mechanical  harvesting,  witl 
separate  means  of  threshing  the  seed — thi 
latter  technique  being  far  advanced — give; 
promise  of  sunflowers  becoming,  from  th< 
grower's  point  of  view,  a  useful -crop,  witl 
a  minimum  of  labour  and  risk. 

Good  Returns  from  Seed 

Apart  from  its  adaptability  to  soil  and 
climate,  sunflower  is  remarkably  free  from 
disease  and  insect  pests;   and  seeing  that 


y  10  lb.  of  seed  per  acre  can  well  give  a 
Id  of  i  ton,  the  returns  are  remarkably 
;ouraging  compared  with  those  of  most 
ler  crops.  Looked  at  from  another  angle, 
!  introduction  of  any  new  major  crop  is 
luable  to  both  the  market  gardener  and 
iculturist,  because  so  much  land  is 
lay  no  longer,  owing  to  inherent  disease 
I  certain  pests  in  the  soil,  suitable  for 
tain  crops,  so  that  an  addition  to  the 
ation  is  welcome  and  opportune.  Add 
this  the  fact  that  sunflower  thrives  best 
land  not  supplied  with  artificial  in- 
janic  manures,  flourishes  on  reasonably 
tile  soil,  and  at  most  needs  only  natural 
inure,  and  it  is  seen  to  be  cheap  in  actual 
it  of  cultivation.  In  the  early  stages, 
mower  is  remarkably  frost-resistant.  Of 
urse,  certain  varieties  suitable  to  the 
mate,  with  its  rather  short  season  and 
wer  late-summer  temperature  than  that 
und  in  the  Argentine,  Rhodesia,  etc., 
Lve  had  to  be  selected.  For  this  purpose 
e  choice  has  fallen  on  the  dwarf  and  semi- 
arf  types,  which  require  only  a  season 
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of  some  sixteen  to  twenty  weeks,  against 
the  twenty-eight  weeks  of  the  more  usually- 
grown  giant  sunflower ;  but  the  semi-dwarf 
varieties  not  only  give  as  high  a  yield,  or 
even  an  higher  one,  but  give  far  less 
trouble  in  harvesting  or  threshing  than 
giant  kinds. 

Oil  and  Feeding  Cake 

Primarily,  of  course,  sunflower  is  grown 
for  the  oil  from  the  seeds,  an  oil  which  is 
equal  in  all  respects  (flavour,  appearance, 
quality  and  feeding  value)  to  the  finest  olive 
oil.  Being  of  a  semi-drying  nature,  due  to 
the  presence  of  some  linolenic  acid,  the  oil 
has  a  tendency  to  form  a  film  on  the  sur- 
face, but  against  this  its  congealing  point  is 
far  lower  than  that  of  olive  oil.  But  it  is 
not  the  oil  alone  which  renders  sunflower 
such  a  valuable  crop.  From  the  residues  of 
the  kernel,  after  oil  extraction,  a  feeding- 
cake  rich  in  protein  and  oil,  which  is  a 
prime  feed  for  dairy  cattle  as  well  as  for 
the  production  of  beef  and  mutton,  is  made. 
The  seed  is  an  almost  balanced  ration  for

and  is  thereby  decreased,  there  are  fewer  and  less  nourishing  crops,  more  shipping  space 
3  used  for  the  importation  of  fertilisers,  many  of  which  are  inorganic  and  detract  rather 
han  add  to  the  fertility  of  the  soil.  The  growing  of  sunflower  crops  would  save  shipping, 
mprove  health  and  encourage  land  fertility.   Its  advantages  are  discussed  in  the  article. 
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poultry,  on  account  of  the  high  protein 
content,  especially  in  winter. 

Importance  of  Home  Supplies 

As  it  is  estimated  that  there  is  a  shortage 
ot  some  2,000,000  head  of  dairy  cattle  in 
this  country  to  give  a  sufficiency  of  milk 
and  dairy  produce  necessary  to  maintain  a 
reasonable  health  standard,  the  importance 
of  such  a  home-produced  supply  of  feeding- 
stuffs  becomes  immediately  apparent.  From 
the  deseeded  heads  and  other  thresher 
residues,  feeding  meals  for  stock  and 
poultry  can  also  be  made.  Such  meals  have 
consistently  been  produced  in  Southern 
Rhodesia,  and  samples  made  in  Britain 
show  some  11  per  cent,  protein  and  6  per 
cent.  oil.  A  method  of  producing  cellulose 
from  the  stalks  has  recently  been  found  in 
Hungary.  -Additionally,  it  seems  almost 
certain  that  the  resins  of  the  heads,  after 
seed  extraction,  can  be  put  to  medicinal 
uses.  The  spread  of  sunflower  cultivation 
in  Britain,  apart  from  relieving  shipping  and 
the  export  of  capital,  will  result  in  a  valu- 
able source  of  oil  for  margarines,  canning, 
frying,  etc.,  as  well  as  for  paints,  varnishes, 
cosmetics  and  many  other  purposes.  The 
crop  not  only  adds  to  the  country's  vege- 
table oils  and  livestock,  with  all  their  sub- 
sidiary produce,  but  finally  tends  to  in- 
crease the  fertility  of  the  soil,  and  so  makes 
Britain  more  self-supporting  in  all  respects. 
With  all  its  ramifications  for  the  benefit, 
not  only  of  industry,  but  of  the  nation  as  a 
whole,  the  cultivation  of  sunflower  should 
be  heartily  supported  in  a  practical  man- 
ner, especially  by  members  of  all  trades 
which  will  benefit  thereby,  until,  like  sugar- 
beet  and  flax,  the  crop  becomes  firmly 
established  in  British  agriculture.

As  usual  early  in  the  New  Year,  but  little 
business  is  passing  in  the  London  drug  and 
chemical  markets.  Some  moderate  sales 
to  home  manufacturers,  together  with  a 
few  export  inquiries,  appear  to  be  the  sum 
total  of  trade  during  the  past  few  days. 
There  have  been  few  changes  in  prices,  most 
of  which  are  firm.  The  usual  periodical 
survey  of  available  stocks  of  drugs  and 
medical  products  is  being  made  by  the 
Directorate  of  Medical  Supplies.  Makers 
of  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals  report  a 
steady  trade  at  unchanged  prices.  A  good 
demand  exists  for  many  items,  and  the 
supply  position  is  satisfactory. 

Crude  Drugs 

In  view  of  the  relatively  stable  conditions 
that  have  existed  in  the  crude  drug  mar- 
kets for  some  time  past,  it  is  difficult  to 
find  features  worthy  of  special  comment. 
Home  consumers  are  receiving  their  regular 
requirements  without  much  difficulty,  al- 
though, in  a  number  of  instances,  the  supply 
position  makes  business  virtually  impossi- 
ble. Cape  Aloes  is  quickly  taken  up  when 
offers  are  available.  Belladonna  leaf 
continues  to  be  quoted  at  steady  prices, 
but  root  is  in  poor  supply.  Ergot  remains 
scarce,  but  remaining  good-quality  material 
is  no  dearer.  Gum  acacia  is  firm,  but  the 
price  is  unaltered.  A  substantial  parcel  of 
low-testing  Indian  Henbane  is  available  at 
a  cheap  rate.  Jaborandi  is  no  longer  in 
good  supply,  but  prices  are  not  further 
advanced.  Rhubarb  is  practically  ex- 
hausted, and  prices  would  be  nominal.

Mexican  Vanilla  Exports. — Exports  of 
vanilla  from  Mexico  in  1940-43  were  as 
follows:  1940,  470,424  lb.;  1941,  573,039 
lb. ;  1942,  145,980  lb. ;  1943,  402,388  lb. 
The  1Q44  crop  will  amount,  it  is  estimated, 
to  150,000  lb. 

Chile  Olive  Oil.— It  is  announced  that 
Chile  plans  to  increase  production  of  olive 
oil  by  planting  two  million  seedlings  on 
50,000  acres  between  1944  and  1948. 
Production  of  olive  oil  from  existing  olive 
groves  averages  1,500  short  tons,  and  is 
expected  to  reach  10-11,000  tons  when 
the  new  trees  mature.  When  full  production 
is  reached  it  will  exceed  domestic  require- 
ments by  5,000  tons  or  more,  provided 
development  of  other  oilseed  programmes 
is  maintained.  The  new  project  is  part  of  a 
programme  to  raise  Chilean  oilseed  pro- 
duction to  a  self-sufficiency  basis. 

U.S.  Quinine  Position. — In  1942  the  U.S. 
Government  Foreign  Economics  Admini- 
stration began  to  work  with  governments 
of  South  American  countries  to  stimulate 
the  growth  of  cinchona  trees.  Various 
alkaloids  from  the  bark  have  been  shipped 
to  the  United  States  for  medical  use,  but 
the  supply  is  not  enough  to  meet  current 
war-time  demands.  The  use  of  atebrine 
will  continue  in  the  treatment  of  malaria. 
No  one,  said  the  chief  of  the  cinchona 
section  recently,  was  in  a  position  to  state 
how  long  reserve  stocks  of  quinine  sulphate 
would  last,  because,  since  the  shutting-off 
of  the  previous  sources  of  quinine,  there  has 
been  a  rapid  spiral  in  demand  for  the  drug 
for  military,  Lease-Lend,  and  civilian  use.
